The appointment of Judge l,andis as

Judge Land is is a practical baseball 
man. 
His decision in the Federal 


League case, although it was never 


suspended before the issue, was set- 
tled, was one of the greatest docu- 
ments ever drawn up in any baseball 
controversy and proved his thorough 
understanding of the same."

For more than 200 years the Aland 


islands, which are situated like a cork 
In the wide mouth of the Gulf of 
Bothnia, have been a sort of Alsacv- 
Lormine question between the Swedes 
und the Russians. After having pawed 
back and forth several times, they 
were finally cwled to Itussia In .ISO!). 
During the reign of Nicholas I th*y 
wero "strongly fortified, a move most 
distasteful to Sweden, because the 
i<dan'>t occupy » strong strategic po"i- 
tlor. with respoct' to Stockholm, the 
Swedish capital, which is less than 
100 miles to the .«outhwe«tt from Bo- 
marsund. the chief fortification of the 
Island*. 


These 
fortifications 
were short- 


lived. 
In 1854. dnrinp the Crimean 


war. a Franco-British fleet, under Sir 
Charles Xaplcr and Baraguay d'JHII- 
liers. destroyed the works, »nd after 
that time tbe islands were left un- 
fortified, in accordance with an inter- 
national agreement.

rick and Brigid, In 546 looked on tbe 
oak-clad hills and coveted them. Here 
he founded bis abbey, known as Daire- 
Columbkille, or Columba's Oak Grove, 
within the shadow of the great fort 
on a neighboring hill, the stronghold 
of the lord of Tyrone, in order that 
his sanctuary might have the protec- 
tion of the fort. 
But In rain did he 


reckon his chances against tbe Danes 
and Saxons who, 
time and again, 


pushed their boats against his shores. 
Despite their plundering and burnings, 
tlie settlement, of which he had made 
the nucleus, grew and maintained Itt 
independence until IGOK 


Derry was then given to the cor- 


poration of London, which tacked on 
the prefix London. Three yer.rs later 
the Irish society, to which London- 
derry and much of the surrounding 
country had been given, pledged itself 
to enclose Derry within walls, and 
these walls, wide enough for a coach 
nnd four, are excellently preserved 
today, perhaps to the inconvenience 
of the inhabitants bat certainly in 
accordance with' their sentiment j and 
wishes. 
Any one who expressed a 


desire Hint they be taken down would 
be treated as a traitor. 
Long ago 


tliey grew too small to encompass all 
the inhabitants of the hustling port, 
bnt they stand like a stilt belt around 
tlie waistline of the hill on which 
the city i.s built. The most incon- 
venient thing about them is that, 
though they are more than a mile In 
circumference, .there are only seven 
gates leading through them. Beor.se 
Uw walls defended the city In the

An ton la Malfante, a Genoese citizen, 


traversed this region and wrote his 
descriptive letters. In 1447. from Tim- 
buktu and Touat. Timbuktu was the 
Chicago of the west Afrlcnn plains; 
and Touat tbe center of tlie camel 
caravan ' traffic that exchanged the 
•heat add barley of Esypt for (ho 
powdered (told of Timbuktu nnd the 
precious salt from Teghazza. 


All the places visited by Malfnnte 


were so well known to the .Tews of 
his time that they were listed in a 
Catalan atlas prepared three-quarters 
of a century earlier for Chnrles V, 
according to M. Bonciere. But short- 
ly after Malfante's visit the Jew? were 
driven out Of Spain, and since the 
Jews were the only ones in Europe 
who knew of the Nizerla conntry and 
apparently permitted no Christian to 
enter there except Malfante the Jew- 
ish knowledge was lost in Europe. Xot 
until Dr. Gerhard RoWfs began his 
explorations in Algeria and Morocco 
in I860 did the rest of the world ngnin 
form a-contact with the extensive re- 
gions of Malfnnte's travels. 


Lnndlng at a point west of Algiers, 


Malfante worked his way south to 
Touat. which Rohlfs believed iluwlf 
to have N-en the first European to > fs- 
It. Tet Malfante dated hi.s first letter 
from there four centuries earlier. 


Touat was an on«is, containing from 


i 1.~-Q to 200 villages, 
which together 


j formed n vast commercial center. 
j Each had a chief. Travelers became 
j the stie'sts of the^e chief* nnd Sfal- 
j fante reported their protection su- 
perior to that in states like Tlemcen 
nnd Tunis. One of these towns was 
Tametit. now a decajed villnw. whoso 
people still Recall the Jewish epoch. 
Arabian invaders earlier had muted 
tbe -Tews, who -were mnstprs of the 
Sahara and whose eifipire extended 
south to the Xiger. Tametit Malfante 
wrote, sheltered both Jews and Mo- 
hnmmednns, who lived in h.irmony.
